It is frequently heard that Sztalinv&ros will be erected into the third 
largest iron works in Europe, surpassed only by Essen and KriToi Rag, and 
this goal will be reached by 195^« The Sztalinv&ros works was carried far 
enough by 1 May 1952, to assure a yearly consumption of 1-5 million tons of 
iron ore. This is to be brought up to a consumption of 3 million tons by 
1 May 1993- 

Ihe production of the six big smelting furnaces was fixed at 6,000 ,tonjk for 
January 1952 and 7,000 tons for February 1952 . The January figure, was 
surpassed by 12 percent. Sixty percent of the products of the smelting 
furnaces go to the Martin furnaces to be converted into steel by the addition 
of scrap and alloy materials. The monthly production of steel is 4,500 to 
5,000 tons o *
